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THE PURPOSES OF THE SOCIETY 


1. To promote the advancement of 
Science by the study of nature, natural 
history and the natural sciences; to 
foster and stimulate the public interest 
in the study and conservation of wild 
animal life, in the collection, care and 
exhibition of live animals, birds, fish 
and reptiles and in the collection, ex¬ 
hibition and care of study specimens of 
scientific or historical value. 

2. To stimulate and maintain public 
interest in the erection and maintenance 
of suitable buildings commensurate 
with the size and resources of the City 
of San Diego and State of California. 

4. To stimulate and maintain public 
interest in the provision, erection and 


maintenance of a Zoological Hospital 
and Biological Research Institute com¬ 
mensurate with the size and resources 
of the City of San Diego and State of 
California. 

5. To provide for the delivery of 
lectures, for the exhibition of photo¬ 
graphs, slides and motion pictures, for 
the publication and distribution of lit¬ 
erature of all kinds dealing with nat¬ 
ural history and natural sciences. 

6. The Society shall be operated for 
the mutual benefit and advancement of 
its members for non-profitable purposes 
and no part of the net earnings thereof 
is to inure to the benefit of any 
member.

Both, like the mother, 
are a tawny fawn color, although the 
adult male is a bluish grey,

The new educational board

naming of all the shrubs and trees in 
the 200 grounds. Stakes and name¬ 
plates are being provided, and soon it 
will not be necessary to guess the iden¬ 
tity of the garden's various plants. 



The zoo expects to raise some alligators this year. General and Mrs. M. O. 
Terry gave us a fine group of Mississippi alligators some time ago, and each year 
since some of them have built nests and apparently had a desire to beget their 
kind. But nothing ever came of it. This year, however, every inducement will 
be given them and a strict watch kept over them during the mating season, and 
it is hoped that before Fall the alligator family will have materially increased. 
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The tallest bird cage in the world, 82 feet high, 150 feet long, 74 feet 3 
inches wide at one end and 62 feet at the other, encloses many full grown trees 
where many varieties of both native and exotic birds have gone to housekeeping. 


THE SONG OF THE GIBBON 

Recently many people have asked to 
be admitted to the zoo during the early 
hours of the day, for the purpose of 
being on hand when the White Handed 
Gibbon (Hylobates lor) vociferously 
greets the day. 

The call of the Gibbon is probably 
the sweetest call coming from the 
throat of a mammal. Each note clear, 
full and echo-like, mournfully melo¬ 
dious, arresting, it has in it that sin¬ 
gular quality identified with “holler’n 
down the rain barrel."

HOW TO SEE THE ZOO 

The zoo occupies 140 acres in the northern part of Balboa 
Park, which is located in the center of the city of San Diego. It is 
reached by all automobile highways leading from every section of 
the city. The number 7 street car comes closer to the entrance than 
any other. The zoo is open to visitors every day in the year 
excepting Christmas, and all exhibits may be viewed from 8:30 
a. m. to 6:30 p. m. each day, with the exception of the reptile 
house, which is closed Monday all day. 

To obtain the greatest returns from your visit to the zoo, 
come prepared to stay all day. Bring your lunch, or you may eat 
at the zoo's lunch counter. 

All animals are fed 7 days a week, at 8:30 a. m. and 4:00 
p. m., except some of the larger flesh-eating animals, which are 
fasted on Sunday,
